R. CECIL CHAPMAN during his 
many years as a megistrate in 
London established a reputation for 
humanely intelligent treatment of the 
cases which came before him that has 
become something of a legend.

“ My most vivid recollection of that event- 
ful time,” said Lord Askwith, “was seeing 
the Cameron Highlanders posted throughout 
the streets, and the soldiers escorting flax- 
laden vans, with R.I.C. men lying on top of 
the bales.’’ 

On the subject of the land annuities, Lord 
Askwith believes that the dispute could oniy 
be settled by arbitration. 

“ The trouble is, however, that you cannot 
have arbitration unless you have agreed on 
some basis for the discussion: Of course, the 
tariff war is suicidal. Ergland is the only 
market for Irish cattle, The French do not 
want them, and the Free State cannot 
possibly consume all the cattle it produces.” 

He did not think it possible that tillage 
could be made profitable, as the country is 
too damp. And, in any event, the Free State 
could not compete with the great grain- 
growing countries of the world. 

Lord Askwith recalled that he sat with 
Sir Harry Peat and Lord Finlay on the Royal 
Commission which examined the question of 
admitting Canadian cattle to England, and 
expressed the opinion that the Canadian cattle 
were not of the standard of those imported 
from Ireland. 


EMIGRATION QUESTION. 

When the Iinperial Conference at Ottawa 
was mentioned, Lord Askwith smiled, and 
remarked that he could see at least one result 
of the Conference—the establishment vf 
another bureau in London with a staff ci 
officials, probably paid for by Great Britain.

firemen. cuards and civilians. The fire was 
discovered about five o'clock, and the alarm 
immediately given to the Guards and 
Quickiv 
the Fire Brigedes of Messrs. P. J. Carroll and 
Ce. and the Cireat Northern Rathway Works 
were on the scene, and some time after six 
the Newry Fire Brigade, which made the 13 
miles’ journey in less than half-au-hour after 
it had been summoned, arrived. By that time 
the fire had gained complete control of the 
chapel, and efforts were concentrated on cut- 
ting off the rest of the college on the one 
side, and private houses in St. Mary s road 
on the other. These efforts were successful, 
and in a few hours the fire was completeiy 
extinguished, and civilian volunteers and Civic 
Guards were busy on salvage work within 
the ruins of the chapel, of which only the 
walls remain. 


SACRED VESSELS SAVED. 


Efforts were made by guards and civilians, 
among whom was Mr. J. Coburn, T.D., and 
members of the community, to save the sacred 
vessels, and they managed to bring the taber- 
macle, encased in marble, with its contents 
from the hich altar to a place of safety. The 
vestments, which were kept in another portion 
of the chapel, also were saved. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. Flames 
were first seen at the gallery end, and these 
spread rapidly along both aisles, and bit by 
bit ‘the roof disappeared. In an hour the 
place. was completely gutted. 

Within the last few years a very valuable 
altar, donated by a Dundalk woman, was in- 
stalled, and extensive renovations, which in- 
cluded the painting of the entire church, and 
the provision of a beautiful mosaic to the 
wall behind the altar, were carned out. 

Cardinal MacRorv, who was informed of 
the fire this morning, has given permission for 
Mass to be celebrated in the concert hall 
attached to the college.

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Mr. Baldwin created a happy seni in 
the process of commercial bargaining when 

he discourséd to the Canadian Club upon 
the higher purpose of the Imperial Con- 
ference. He pleaded for such elevation of 
mind and consecration cf fellowship as 
would soften future asperities within | 
the “Empire—whose members, as he: 
are more than a family. They 
intellectual 
embodiment of a civilisation which, in the 
world’s greatest crisis, they have helped 
to save for mankind. Among living states- 
men, perhaps, the mantle of Burke’s sane 
idealism has fallen most largely on Mr. 
Baldwin. He hopes for an Empire which 
will be the Kingdom of Heaven on earth, 
but he recognises that to-day the British 
Empire is a product of mixed motives and 
ambitions. It must travel towards per- 
fection by the path of co-operative 
effort, and it must seek unity without 
the submergence of any of its members. 
The particular genius of every member 
of the Empire must contribute to the glory 
of the whole. 

Mr. Baldwin’s audience included Mr. 
Sean T. O'Kelly, the leader of the Free 
State Government’s delegation at Ottawa ; 
and we can fancy that Mr. O’Kelly was a 
wistful and attentive listener. All the 
reports from Ottawa suggest that the 
personal relations between the English and 
Free State delegates have been excellent. 
President de Valera’s men have dis- 
covered, we think, the British Govern- 
ment’s sincere good-will towards the Free 
State; and Mr. Macdonald’s men, no 
doubt, have been quick to perceive Mr. 
O’Kelly’s embarrassments. This personal 
good feeling aggravates a lamentable situa- 
tion. Between the British and Free State 
Governments to-day is a naked clash of 
ideals. The British Government's ideal 
contemplates an Irish Dominion, gaining 
prosperity with the increasing prosperity 


said, 


iof the Empire, reaping the rich benefits of 


the British market, united to Britain and 
to the other Dominions by the link of the 
Crown, but free in all respects to cultivate 
her individual genius and to build upon 
her own traditions. Alas! the Free State 
Government has poured all its forces, 
and all its tragic incapacity to forget, 
into the ideal of an absolute isolation. 
Neither economic gain nor the prospect of 
economic ruin is permitted to interfere 
with its sublimated conceptions of free- 
dom. Its motto is: “ All for perfect 
independence, and the Empire’s trade well 
lost.” We may be certain that Mr. 
Baldwin cannot understand Mr. de 
Valera’s point of view, and it is equally 
certain that Mr. de Valera cannot under- 
stand the British temper. towards Ireland. 


Mr. Baldwin lives in the present; Mr, de 


Valera still fights with Strongbow. We 
fear that neither Mr. O’Kelly nor Mr. 
Thomas can be an interpreter between the 
two. — 

This clash of ideals—this conflict 
between past and present—has all the 
elements of great literature; we can 
conceive dimly how Shakespeare would 
have handled it. Unhappily, it. has 
a nearer and more urgent interest for 
the citizens of the Free State. Mr. 
de Valera has taken an impossible 
stand. He cannot continue at once 
to acknowledge and to repudiate the 
bonds of Empire. He cannot assert the 
Free State’s rights as » Dominion and 
denounce the Treaty through which those 
rights exist. Already, after a few weeks 
of economic war, the Free State’s main 
industry is crippled, and she faces a | 
winter which must inflict the gravest hard- 
ships on her farmers and working classes. 
Sooner or later the clash of ideals must be 
resolved—if only because the Free State’s 
economy cannot endure its penalties for 
many months. Fortunately, the choice 
will be made not by th: leaders of any 
party, but by the people themselves. They 
must choose definitely beteren: the isolation

Vegetable Prices. 


We print to-day an article from our Agri- 
cultural Correspondent which deals with 
the price of vegetables in Dublin. There 
has been a good season; supplies never 
were more plentiful; yet, while the pro- 
ducer in many cases cannot get enough 
for his vegetables to pay the cost of taking 
them to the market, the Dublin housewife 
is being forced to pay artificially high 
prices. Suggestions of “ profiteering '' 
are denied indignantly; but the” fact 
remains that potatoes, for example, for 
which the farmer obtains 3s. a hundred- 
weight, are being retailed in Dublin at 
tenpence a stone. There is little doubt 
that the producing farmer in the Dublin 
area is working, when not at an actual 
loss, at the smallest possible margin of 
profit. ‘Market gardening has ceased to 
pay. In the first place, nearly every 
occupier of a new house has his own 
garden, ‘which he cultivates for his 
domestic uses. Furthermore, since the 
advent of the motor lorry, the area of 
supply has been widened enormously. 
Before the War market-gardening was 
virtually eonfined to a radius of ten miles 
from Dublin, but nowadays vegetables are 
sent to the city from.a distance of fifty 
miles, Consequently, competition is so 
keen that prices have fallen to a rock- 
bottom lewel; and cases are on record in 
which farmers have dumped their stocks 
rather than incur the expense of sending 
them to the market. Yet retail prices for 
vegetables of all kinds seem to remain 
constant. The consumer is helpless. . He 
finds a regular army of middlemen stand- 
ing between him and the producer, and is 
forced to pay substantially more for his 
vegetables than the citizen pays in London 
or even in Belfast The discrepancy 
between retail prices in Dublin and Belfast 
is one of the mysteries of our times; 
hitherto all attempts to explain it have 
failed. 


The Radio Exhibition.” 


The National Radio Exhibition, which 
opened in London yesterday, forms a land: 
mark in the history of broadcasting in 
these islands. Ten years ago the British 
Broadcasting Company came into tiny 
existente. During the decade it has ad- 
vanced until to-day, under State direction 
and the title of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, it is one of the largest con- 
cerns of its kind in the world. Ten years 
ago, when the first station began its 
tentative nightly programmes, there were 
few people to listen to them. Daring 
experimenters, equipped with vast, clumsy 
receiving sets that filled nearly the whole 
wall of a room, twisted incessant knobs, 
played tricks with a labyrinth of wires, 
and thought themselves well repaid when 
a few faint bursts of melody struck their 


adventurous ears. To-day the thrill of ' 
adventure is lacking; sets have shrunken |. 


to a compact and efficient orderliness, and 
the five-year-old child, at its fancy, can 
move a single knob and can be greeted by 
full and undistorted strains from any and 
every station between Berlin and Belfast. 
We are too ready in these days to greet 
every fresh achievement of science as a 
‘wonder ; yet the discovery and progress of 
wireless broadcasting within a surpris- 
ingly short space of time is an enterprise 
of which the human mind }ay well be 
proud, If television, as yet in its infant

Twickenham’s choice of a Conservative 
candidate has fallen on Mr. Murray 
Philipson, a nephew of Viscount Elibank. 
Most of the three score aspirants to repre- 
sent this constituency in Parliament 
gradually dropped out of the list as they 
began to realise the remoteness of their 
chance of selection. Several of those left 
in the running, however, were, and stil! 
are, convinced of their claims to the seat. 
Mr. Philipson’s selection was not unani- 
mous, and there is a possibility that an 
Independent Conservative will stand 
against him at the election. Such a split 
would give Labour its opportunity, and the 
party is working hard and enthusiastically 
in the hope of adding another victory to 
those at Wakefield and Wednesbury. 
Liberals did not send a man to the poll at 
the genera] election last year, but they 
have one in the field for this occasion. The 


Independent Labour Party has been con- 
sidering the contesting of the seat, but is 


i afraid that it might have to forfeit the 


deposit. 


The Session. 


Mr. Lansbury, having returned from his 
Cornish holiday, soon will set in train his 
party's demand for an earlier resumption 
of the parliamentary session. The re- 
sumption at present is fixed for October 
27th. The Labour Party seeks to curtail 
the recess by at least a fortnight in order 
to discuss a variety of subjects, con- 
spicuous among which is the increase of 
unemployment. Mr. Macdonald is not 
likely to accede to Mr. Lansbury’s request, 


though he may deem it expedient to cut 


short the holiday for purely Government 
business. There is still the possibility 
that a supplementary Budget wil! be in- 
troduced; but, so far as that is concerned, 
it may be left over for the new session of 
Parliament, which will begin about the 
end of November. The remainder of the 
present session will be absorbed by the 
accumulation of public business left half- 
finished last July. 


Palestine to Baghdad. 


Europeans employed in Iraq, and the 
casual travellers found in that part of the 
world, will benefit greatly by the new air 
service which will come into operation next 
month between Palestine and Baghdad. 
At present this stage is done by motor car, 
and it occupies two days spent in consider- 
able discomfort. By air the journey will 
take only seven or eight hours, and the 
cost will be much less than by ear. 
Imperial Airways will employ on this 
service an eight-seater Avro three-engined 
monoplane. 

The extension of the London-Karach: 
air mail: service to Singapore and 
Australia. still is being sen 5 el but 
arfangements have just been completed 
to extend the service by means of a con- 
nection from Karachi to Madras. Letters 
thus wili be flown the diagonal length of 
India in just one-fifth of the time now 
taken by surface transport. The three 
intermediate stopping - places include 
Bombay, and, according to the time-table, 
letters carried by the machine leaving 
Croydon on Saturday would be delivered 
at Bombay on the following Satunfay 
afternoon and at Madras on Sunday 
morning.

[)AMAGE estimated at between £70,000 
and £80,000, was caused by a fire 
which tted the residence of Captain 
Bloomfie d, Newpark, near Waterford, 
early this morning. The mansion was one 
of the most beautiful and historic in the 
South of Ireland. 

__ The fire, which is supposed to have had 
its origin in the. fusing of electric wires 
in the upper part of the house, was dis- 
covered by Captain Bloomfield’s son about 
1 a.m., when he was awakened by smoke 
and the crackling of flames. 

He saw smike issuing from some upper 
rooms, and p/omptly alarmed the house- 
hold and telephoned to the Waterford Fire 
Brigade. 

Pending the arrival of the brigade, 
members of the household, reinforced by 
neighbours, endeavoured to check the 
flames, which by this time had gained a 
considerable hold on the building. 

The fire brigade, with several Civic 
Guards, arrived shortly after 2 o'clock, but 


ne to the inadequacy of the . water

supply there was no hope of saving the 
building, which is somewhat remote from 
the nearest water mains. 

Two house tanks yielded a couple of 
thousand ‘gallons of water, which was 
speedily exhausted. 

one was to let the fire burn itself out. 

Only a small portion of the valuable 
furniture and effects were saved. A great 
portion of the art collection was destroyed, 
the loss comprising an original painting by 
Greuze and an Adams fireplace, both of 
which were insured for £6,000. - 

Captain Bloomfield is a well-known 
collector of objects of art and vertu, and 
the fame of his collection had attracted 
Sir Joseph Duveen and other connoisseurs 
to Newpark to inspect it. 

Much sympathy is felt locally for 
Captain Bloomfield and his family in their 
great loss.

The destroyed mansion was formerly 
occupied by the late Sir John Newport. 
It was a structure of the Georgian type. 
A Waterford building contractor estimates 
that it would cost £20,000 to replace it. 

The contents and heirlooms, as recorded 
in July, 1921, for insurance purposes, were 
valued at £10,000. | 

The heirlooms include an inlaid gold box 
given by Maria: Theresa (Empress of the 
French), inscription inside, “ To Cald- 
well.” There is also a diamond ring, with

Other art treasures include the pictures,

ANK NOTES stolen from Tipperary 
Poct Office last year, when armed 
robbers decamped with the sum of £2,500, 
came to en again when they were pre- 
sented for lodgmen; in a Dublin bank this 
week.

HOW DUBLIN BANK WAS 
DEFRAUDED. 


A second case which is engaging the 
attention of the Dublin detectives is the 
defrauding of the Royal Bank of Ireland 
of the sum of £2,000 by means of a forged 
letter of credit. This coup was brought 
off some months ago by two well. 
dressed strangers who were staying 
at one of the leading hotels in the 
city. Their identity has since been estab. 
lished through the medium of Scotland 
Yard. The English police authorities 
state that these men are well-known on the 
Continent. 

One of the members: of the Dublin De- 
tective Force almost captured the two men 
before they left the country, but they 
escaped to Northern Ireland and got away 
in a boat to Stranraer before the Roya! 
Ulster Constabulary could circulate their 
descriptions. From Scotland, the English 
police, who took up the scent, traced thie 
men to Harwich, and from thence to the 
Hook of Holland, where all trace of them

The 
final plenary session will be held this 
morning when the agreements will be 
Signed, and some of their contents dis- 
closed. | 

Probably the full details cannot be 
divulged until the delegates have returned 
to their own countries, and the necessary 
legislation is introduced in the different 
Empire Parliaments. It is already known, 
however, that the settlement is along the 
lines indicated both by Mr. Baldwin and 
by Mr. Bennett in their speeches at the 
opening session not quite a month ago. 

Mr. Baldwin placed before the Confer- 
ence, as its general objective, the expan- 
sion of Empire trade, to be brought about, 
as far as possible, by lowering the trade 
i barriers between the several members of 
the Empire, adds The Times. The 
messages from Our Special Correspondent 
leave no doubt that this general objective 
has been attained, and that, to quote the 
phrase used by Mr. Thomas in the House 
of Commons before leaving for Ottawa, 
the result of the Conference will be to 
provide more trade and freer trade 
throughout the Empire, as a step towards 
more trade and freer trade throuchout the 
world. During the past few days some 
have sitwn irritation over what seemed 
to them vexatious and unnecessary delays. 
To anyone who realises the immensity and 
the complexity of the task. the delegates 
had set themselves and the strength of the

few. In less than a mcnth's work the 
Conference has stopped the drift towards 
the economic isolation of the different 
units of the Empire, and has secured the 
general: adoption of policies of economic 
co-operation.

Crossley cars and a single Alta. 

All of them are unsupercharged, and 
their handicap is three laps and seven 
minutes six seconds. The under 750 c.c. 
class is made up altogether of M.G 
Midgets, all of them supercharged, and 
their start will be four laps and three 
minutes fifty-two seconds. 


START AND FINISH, 

What is virtually a mass start will be 
employed. Each group of cars having the 
same handicap will be sent away together, 
and all of the thirty-two cars will be under 
weigh inside five minutes and six seconds 
of 11 o'clock. Thus, although all cars, 
save the Alfa-Romeos, have less than the 
full distance to cover, by means of the 
system of credit laps, they will be under 
weigh at about the same time, and the first 
car to “ pass the post ’’ will be the winner, 
the first of the cars receiving, say, three 
credit laps being regarded as having four 
laps done when it completes the first 
circuit. 

The race will start at 11 o’clock, and if 
none of the cars exceed their estimated 
s and all of them reach it, the field of 
thirty-two cars should pass the finishing 
line abreast at 4.30 o’clock.

Conversations between the United 
Kingdom and Canada were continued this 
morning, and an agreement between them 
which is all but completed, is expected to 
be signed this afternoon. 

F:--s a well-informed Canadian source 
it is learned that the principal advantages 
accuring to Canada under the agreement 
will be <s follow:— .. 

Apples—A preference of 85 cents per 
cwt. 

Buiter and Cheese—A preference of 15 
per cent. ; 

Bacon—A quota designed to increase 
prices to United Kingdom farmers, with 
Canadian farmers enjoying the same 
advantace. 

Ga e—The present restrictions to be 
withdrawn, giving Canadian cattle the 
same conditions as prevailed in the past 


Gheese—A preference of 15 per cent. 
Potatoes—Embargo to be lifted on 
December Ist, unless in the meantime 
examination by United Kingdom experts 
proves that there is a danger of the 
potato bug being carried into Great 
Britain. 

Wheat—A preference of approximately 
6 cents a bushel. 


REQUESTS GRANTED. 

Canada thus apparently obtains most of 
her major requests. The preference on | 
apples will be of distinct advantage to 
the apple-growers, particularly in the 
maritime provinces and British Columbia. 

The preference on butter and cheese is 
an increase of 5 cents on the present rate. 

The provision of a quota for bacon im- 
ports is designed to assist not only 
Dominions producers, but also United 
Kingdom farmers. 

The removal of the restrictions on Cana- 
dian cattle imports to the United Kingdom 
will. meet a lon<-standing request by 
Canada, and will enable Canadian cattle 
to be shipped to Great Britain without 
the necessity of being “ finished '” there 
before marketing. 

It is believed that there is a good chance 
of some bilateral agreemegts being reached 
to-day and to-morrow. ley present com- 
paratively few difficulties compared with 
the major negotiations. 

Agreements between Canada, South 
Africa and Southern Rhodesia are likely 
to be concluded to-day, and the negotia- 
tions of fresh agreements between Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand is also wall 
advanced. 

The question of Empire content con- 
tinues to absorb attention. A uniform 
fifty per cent. is aimed at, with a few ex- 
ceptions both downwards and upwards, 
but it has been decided that the question 
is too technical for immediate solution.

EARLY RIPENING WHEAT

‘mers who have successfully grown 
wheat in various parts of the country are 
acreed that the best quality produce is 
raised in County Dublin, near Malahide. 
Even there, however, there is land which 
will not grow wheat satisfactorily, though 
quite suitable for oats. There is also a 
wheat-growing area near Bray, County 
Wicklow, while other parts of the country 
in which wheat has been grown success- 
fully are South Kildare, Carlow, Louth, 
and Kilkenny. 

Several farmers whom I interviewed on 
the subject declared that if wheat was 
grown extensively, it would probably be 
at the expense of barley, as farmers would 
not increase the area under tillage. When | 
it was pointed out that the announced 
intention of the Government was to pro 
vide a market at a guaranteed price for 
wheat sown under the new scheme, the 
objection was raised: “ What about the 
other crops in the rotation? Where is the 
labour to come from in parts of County 
Meath and such places where there is very 
littie tillage ?’’ ; 

Farmers who grew wheat under the com- 
pulsory tillage scheme during the Great 
War are not anxious to go in for this 
crop again. The difficulty, they say, is to 
get a grain sufficiently hard for making 
into flour. For whole-mea! purposes Irish 
grain wheat has proved its suitability. 
What appears to be wanted now is a 
variety that will ripen not later than the 
first week in August, and a guaranteed 
price for it of GOs. per barrel. 

Or. the other hand, I am told that even 
now wheaten straw is a drug in, the 
market. How it could be disposed of in 
the future, with the reduction which has 
taken place in the number of horse-train- 
ing establishments, is another problem 
that awaits solution. 

In the absence of particulars of the’ 
Government scheme it is difficult to dis- 
cuss 1t adequately, but these are points 
which are certain to be raised by those

DUBLIN’S DEAR 
VEGETABLES. 
CASE OF MARKET 
GARDENERS. 


THEIR INDUSTRY 
HARD HIT. 


From Ovr AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


that they cannot obtain vegetables at 

moderate prices, while market gardeners 
declare that over a long term of years the 
market has never been worse. The people of 
Dublin probably are eating as many 
vegetables as usual, but this is not indicated 
by the demand on the Dublin market, In ail 
probability a larger number of le are 
growing vegetables, and the habit de- 
veloped to such an extent that market 
gardeners on both sides of the city have 
suffered in their business. It seems that some 
farmers, in expectation of a tremendous in- 
crease in the demand for vegetables during 
the Eucharistic Congress period put a large 
area under such crops as were likely to be 
required. Business proved bad, and one 
grower in the vicinity of Santry, Co. Dublin, 
was so dissatisfied that he dumped his crops. 
The yield was géoG, and the quality was 
right, but there was no demand. 

Among the principal regular market 
gardeners it has been found impossible to 
make a profit during the past year. This 
apparently is due not only to the slump in 
trade caused by over-production and the 
maintenance of overhead charges, but to the 
fact that cabbage and other vegetables are 
now sent to the Dublin market irom places 
as far as fifty miues awny. 

POOR MARKET PRICES. 

The markets are not abnormal, but there 
is no demand, and prices are very poor. 
Potatoes at the moment are selling at ós. 
per cwt.. a price which, growers state, is 
not sufficient to pay for the labour, at least, 
in the neighbouthocd of Dublin. There is 
also a poor demand for cauliowers, broccoli, 
and Brussels sprouts. 

Shopkeepers plead that, owing to the 
limited inquiry, they have had to throw out 
half their stock. When asked if it would 
not have been more profitable to sell at a 
cut price in order to effect a clearance, 
retailars were inclined to resent the suggestion 
that they were ‘‘ profiteering,’ ang claimed 
to know their own business best. 

‘While the area under market gardens 
around Dublin has extended, it is not easy 
to see whether the amount of land under these 
crops has extended. Most of the area between 
Dofphin’s Barn and Tailagh has gone ont of 
intensive cultivation, Jargely as result of 
building operaticns, but other arts of the 
county have opened vp, and the gardens 
attached to the new houses are being used 
to a considerable extent. 

Before 1914 market gardening was almost 
exclusively confined to an area “within a ten- 
mile radius of Dublin. Now the use of motor 
lorries has brought to farms within a fifty- 
mile radius the same advantages as those 
in County Dublin, without the drawbacks of 
high labour and other overhead charges.

In Rathfarnham District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Reddin, D.J., Michael Maycock 
and William Maycock, father and son respec- 
tively, of Bluebell Cottages, Naas road, Inchi- 
core, were charged on remand at the suit of 
Superintendent O’Reilly, Dundrum, on the 
following five counts :'— 

(1) That they did conspire with persons 
unknown to commit the following offences— 
To break and enter the dwelling-house of John 
Haines, of Bluebell, on August 15, 1952; 

(2) To forcibly and without due process of 
law take possession of the house and pre 
mises occupied by him; 

(3) To assault the said John Haines by 

| pointing a revolver at him: 

(4) Unlawfully damage his property; and 

(5) Steal, take and carry away the sum of 
£3 17s. Od. 

Mr, C. B. W. Boyle appeared for the 
accused, 

John Haines stated that he was a foreman 
checker on the B. and I. For the past nine 

ears he had been living in the cottage at 

luebell, and the accused occupied a room in 
the front of the house. 

On Sunday night he went to bed about 
9.30, and at 12.50 a.m. there was a knock at 
the back door. One of the boys (his son) got 
up and went to see who was knocking. He 
returned and informed witness that the house 
was surrounded by armed and masked men. 
When the door was forced witness looked 
into the kitchen, and saw a man with a 
revolver in his hand and wearing a mask. 
He shouted: ‘“‘Hands up. All hands up.” 
I asked him to let us get our clothing, and he 
said: ‘‘ Get out, I order you, in the name of 
the Republican Army!’ He refused to let us 
get our clothing. He was accompanied by 
twelve or fifteen men. They were all heavily 
masked, and armed, as far as I could see. 

“One of the men in the crowd went over 

to the man with the revolver and said ‘ Put 
down your revolver. Keep it quiet.’ 
« “My wife, five children and myself were 
then ordered out to the yard and were told to 
put our backs to the shed, and at the same 
time ordered to put our hands up. 

“I told the man with the revolver that 
my wife’s money was in the house, and said 
if he would let her in to get it I would be 
thankful. 

“He told me that she could not go in, and 
that the first person who put their nose 
inside the door would be a corpse. 

“He then told me, in the name of the 
Irish Republican Army, that I nor any of the 
family was to leave the place for twenty-five 
minutes. 

“I waited for the twenty-five minutes, 
and I collected my family together and 
walked to James's Street Union.
